THE PERSONAL QUANTITY. 

Yesterday reference was made i" 
the news columns tu the negotiations 
in progress fur the transfer of -Mr. 
Thomas Kiddie, manager of the Lady- 
smith smelter, to the management of 
the Crofton smelter. it is not often 
that the personal element In an im- 
portant business undertaking figures 
so strongly as to become properly the 
subject of editorial mention in connec- 
tion with the discussion of a situation; 
but in tills case one can scarcely dis- 
cuss the local position of the smelting 
industry without discussing Mr. Kid- 
die as well. We hud occasion the 
other day to comment upon the atfalrs 
of the Tyec Copper Company as re- 
vealed at the meeting of the share- 
holders in London, and to call atten- 
tion to the satisfaction which the 
smelter at Ladysmith had given to the 
ore shippers of the British Columbia 
coast and of Alaska. In a large 
measure this is due to the manager, 
wh03e absolutely fair method of treat- 
ing customers has inspired their con- 
fidence, and whose services from a 
metallurgical and mechanical point of 
view have been of great value. Apart, 
therefore, from the question of per- 
sonal gain to one who has done such 
excellent work, and made important 
improvements and effected consider- 
able economies in connection with the 
roasting and smelting 'of ores at the 
Tyee's works, there are considera- 
tions of no small moment to the min- 
ing and smelting industries of this 
Island and the British Columbia coast 
districts generally, that prompt the 
expression of a strong desire on 
the part of many to see Mr. [ 
Kiddie manager of the Crofton j 
smelter, although we are quite sure 
that those who tire interested in any 
way in the success of the- Tyee mine 
and smelter would regret his leaving 
his present position. His status in 
the matter demonstrates the value ut 
the personal quantity in business, and 
that men are sometimes more than 
mere machines, or cogs in a wheel. 

It is ii" secret that tie- keen — and 
thus far successful— competition of 
the Tacoma smelter has seriously re- 
tarded, if not prevented, the enlarge- 
ment of the smelter industry of Van- 
couver Island. With larger works, 
abundant capital, and lower labor and 
Other costs, the management of Ihe 
Tacoma establishment has been able 
to underbid the local duellers, with He- 
result that for more than a year the 
Crofton works have been Idle, and 
those at Ladysmith never had a suffi- 
ciently large ore supply to admit of 
their being kept running without 
monthly Interruptions of from a week 
to three weeks. With the opening 
up of the enormous ore bodies occur- 
ring at the Britannia mines. Howe 
Hound, now in active progress, and 
the extensive equipment of that 
property with mine and concentra- 
tion plant, and adequate transporta- 
tion to tide watei and shipping facili- 
ties, the situation has improved to a 
marked degree. It has been further 
strengthened by the acquisition of the 
Crofton smeller by Die capitalists con- 
trollng the Britannia mine, and now 
it. is Intended to add to the equipment 
of those reduction works and so ex- 
tend their treatment facilities as to 
place Hum in a position to success- 
fully compete for the smelting busi- 
ness of the coast north of Puget 
Sound. With ample capital avaiable 
for this purpose, there remains hut 
one other essential lo provide for, viz., 
tin; securing for the position of man- 
ager of Just such a man as Mr. Kiddle 
has during his seven years' active con- 
nection with local mining and smelt- 
ing industries umnlstakeably proved 
himself to be. His decision will, 
therefore, he awaited with more 
than ordinary interest. 

Since the above was written It has 
been definitely ascertained that Mr. 
Kiddle has tendered his resignation to 
the Tyee Copper Company, and has 
accepted the offer of the management 
of the Crofton smelter. 



THE ETHICS OF FAMILY LIFE. 

Current popular literature teems with 
reference to the "wimple life" and the 
'•strenuous life." There is a number of 
writers on the subject of the simple life. 
lAmoDg them we have the Rev. Olins. A. 
iWagner, whose sermons have been ap- 
pearing in the Sunday supplement of the 
K Colonist. Another man who has become 
■famous as the author of "The Redemp- 
tion of David Corann," which had n tre- 
liiieiidous success, and gave him u nii- 
tiounl reputation, is Charles Frederick 
JGoss, D.D. He litis -written n hook, pub- 
lished 1>y the Vir Publishing Co., now 
before us, entitled. "Husband, Wife and 



Home." There is an introduction by 
Sylvamts Stall, D.D., who has -written 
a series of books on the subject of purity 
in life, and who has the faculty of treat- 
ing very delicate subjects in a pleasing, 
Attractive way, speaking plain without 
offending the sensibilities of sensible 
people. "Husband', Wife and Home," 
as may be readily gathered from the 
/title, is not « work of fiction. It is a 
series of essays on what may be de- 
scribed as the ethics of married life. Ia 
this book the author is compelled to dis- 
cuss the problem of sex freely and frank- 
ly, hut: he does it so delicately as to 
leave bis pages free from the objections 
which may be taken to so risky a sub- 
ject. He disarms criticism at the outset 
liy fearlessly meeting the difficulties to 
he encountered. He dwells upon it and 
emphasizes the sex problem as one of 
tlio most important and fundamental in 
life. "Of all the mysteries of human 
life," he says, "there is not tiny one 
more confounding than this — that we 
cannot talk freely about the one thing 
which concerns us most. We are de- 
nounced if we debate it in books. We 
are deserted if we debate it upon plat- 
forms. We are shunned ii we try to 
elucidate it in private conversation. It 
is the subject that animates the coarse 
witticisms of almost all classes and con- 
ditions of men; but those who banter 
freely in jest will not tolerate its pres- 
entation in seriousness. Fathers shrink 
from explaining it to their sons, and 
'mothers refuse to unfold it to their 
daughters. Children are left to learn 
ail they know about it from the 
most shameful ami inadequate sources 
and to wreck themselves upon rocks 
which their parents and guardians might 
have taught them to avoid." But this 
is merely preliminary to a discussion of 
home life, dealing almost wholly witli 
the outward social relations or man and 
wife, and the complex relations of the 
family. In this hook home is exalted as 
the most desirable places upon earth, 
above the ( luh, or the art gallery, or the 
fraternal society, or even the church it- 
Kelf; and marriage as the most sacred of 
human relationships. The greatest dan- 
ger which the author sees is the insid- 
ious attack which is being made upon 
the latter. So strong are his views on 
the subject thai he writes: "It may 
seem like the ravings of a madman when 
I say that only as heroic and indomitable 
effort as was made lo save Holland 
from Spain can preserve society from 
polygamy, polyandry, free love or some 
other age-old and rotten form of rela- 
tionship between the sexes." It is to the' 
defence and honor of his conception of 
home and wedlock that the volume is 
dedicated. 

The author deals with so many fa- 
miliar phases of the subject that it is 
difficult to compress even a running re- 
view into suitable compass. First of all, 
he holds it incumbent upon every man 
and woman to accept and discharge the 
duties of family life in every respect. 
It is not only their duty to raise chil- 
dren, but of caring when necessary 
for pom- and helpless relatives, 
and of sharing the home with fathers-in- 
law and mothers-in-law. This is not 
popular doctrine nowadays, and it is ad- 
mitted to be hard to live up to, but it is 
tiif duty ami responsibility involved 
which sanctifies 'it. What at first ap- 
pears as weights comes to have wings. 
Why does a mother carry and nurse a 
sick babe'.' There is a sense in which 
the balbe is carrying her, because there 
is a joy and a pleasure in the task. It 
is the burden, he remarks, the care, the 
responsibility of life that alone can fur- 
nish inspiration for living. Nothing is 
so heavy to carry as "care-freeness." We 
can support the whole weight of the at- 
mosphere, hut not the emptiness of a 
vn< num. This theory furnishes the key- 
note of the whole volume. "Can any- 
thing be more irrational," it asks, "than 
p, be afraid to perform the functions 
of nature — !.i lie afraid to live, to labor, 
to marry, to bear children, to found a 
home, to suffer, to die?" 
■ Our author disrusses tin- profit and 
loss of matrimony. The losses feared 
are tie- risk of "catching it i'artar," ami 
toe loss of personal liberty. Neither is 
regarded as sufficient lo deter marriage. 
Itisks are taken, lull this is true of the 
acquirement of any great good in life. 
People, wo are told, who do not take 
the hazard of a noble chance may gain 
ir ties, hut no I immensil ics. \\ hat is 
lost in liberty is gained in more import- 
ant respects. Liberty usually becomes 
license. The gains of married life are: 
The satisfaction of obeying a fundamen- 
tal instinct; llip enjoyment of love; the 
comfort of friendship: the benefit of bal- 
last; incentive, which is the deepest need 
of life. 

"nomeinakors" ami "housekeepers" 
are contrasted. They are often con- 
founded as being the same. Housekeep- 
ing is only a counterfeit of homemnkinR. 
I loniemaking is the art of making the 
home ideal, an abode of peace and re- 
pose, n domestic paradise. Housekeeping 
is the art of managing and keeping clean 
and lidy; but women are often its vic- 
tims. Housekeeping often becomes a 
Moloch, upon whose altar all else in life 

is sacrificed. 

The author dwells painfully upon the 
peril of women becoming merely mis- 
tresses of the home, talker than the ef- 
ficient help-meet of the husband. It is 
described as a pathetic aspect of family 
life, which hits its origin in the inher- 
ent chivalry of American monhood. Men 
too often wnul to keep their wives and 
mothers and daughters happy as the day 
is long. Their idea is in providing them 
with what they call "a good time," and 
they do not begrudge Ihe toil and money 
which ii costs; bill if more often be- 
comes a means of degradation than ele- 
vation. A woman who could have stood 
the hardest discipline of life without ti 
murmur is made a darling and a play- 
thing. Every whim is gratified, until 
luxur,, becomes a necessity, and then a 
scourge. The life of pleasure and nsc- 
lessness which ii involves is not in ac- 
cordance Willi tic true mission ol 

women, or the object of married life. 

The joy of children in Ihe home and 
of parenthood, the great desirability of 
parents giving their "best." to tile home, 
and the means of avoiding matrimonial 
friction are dealt with. As to tin; hisi 
named the causes are varied and com 
plex. The remedy Is complete? self-mas- 
tery. Friction is one of the things lo 
be looked for in married life. It. is al- 
most inevitable, as the self-assertion of 
individuality. Eucli individual is an elec- 
tric cell 'in n battery, from which sparks 
are forever flying. The thing to do is 
to transform its energies into beneficial 



potencies, to be accomplished by a thou- 
sand wonderful but not easy devices. 

Married life is full of serious prob- 
lem, that in some wi.y or other have en- 
gaged the attention of every married 
couple. The difficulties of "making ends 
meet"; the baneful effects of sacrificing 
homo to business; the question as to 
whether the wife should obey the hus- 
band and who should be the head of the 
household; the necessity for happiness of 
man and wife "pulling together"; the 
methods of "making up" after quarrels 
or misunderstandings, the curing of a 
"partner's" faults, the results flowing 
from the Introduction of questionable 
stories into conversation, the desirability 
of observing certain conventionalities in 
social intercourse; the bad effects of 
parents making too great sacrifices for 
their children; the wisdom of allowing 
children following their natural "bent" 
in life; the treatment of the proverbial 
"bad" boy, who is not really bail; the 
folly of providing too many toys and 
pleasures for children, who early become 
the victims of ennui as a consequence; 
the candid expression of affection be- 
tween members of the family ; the great 
joy of "being good neighbors"; the poi- 
son weeds in (lie home garden, cata- 
logued as melancholy, irritability, fault- 
finding, and nagging — these are all the j 
subject of careful consideration and 
refreshing frankness. 

i There are a number of other subjects 
dealt with, which can only be indicated 
by the headings of the chapters, such as 
"your home will be what you make it," 
the ability of parents to see a joke, resig- 
nation or divorce, little liberties between 
sexes, "taming a shrew," '"humanizing 
a beast," outsiders in the home, the ani- 
mating principle ol! the home, amuse- 
ments for boys and girls, keeping ascend- 
ancy over the children, nerve strain, 
young married people leaving their 
parental home, art in the house, the 
ways to bear trouble, the courage of life, 
hospitality and household benevolences, 
gray hairs as the supreme test of mar- 
riage, religion in the home, and a few 
"home thrusts," Each subject is dealt 
with in an original, terse and epigrnm- 
nintieal way. Many old truths of our 
grandmothers are presented in new and 
striking gurb. It is interesting as a 
novel from beginning to end, and the 
tone throughout is wholesome and its 
general atmosphere invigorating — a book 
thai can be recommended with safety 
to any person of whatever sex or age.

The various subcontractors nnd length 
of the sections they have undertaken are 
reported as follows: Flmt four miles south 
from Spences Ii ridge, Fuss and Sutherland. 
This Includes some heavy rock work In 
places, the next three miles arc being 
built by Ironsides, Itannle Campbell, 
nnd consists of heavy rock work in several 
places, and ends at one or tbe bridges 
'Wlileh will cross the Nicola river. Unless 
.tihe pre.seut route or Die line Is changed, 
this linn's contract will Include some of 
the heaviest earth cuts on tbe line. There 
are several deep side cuttings which will 
require the slopea to run up the mountain 
for a distance of ninety feet. Contractor 
I*nt Allen has the next four miles, which 
consists mainly of earthwork, with a few 
rock cuttings. The next ten miles Is be- 
ing done by Contractor Hrlght, which, al- 
though heavy lu places, lain long stretches 
of comparatively light construction work. 
The balance of the southerly portion of the 
line — n distance of about ten miles — wll) 
probably be built by Cook, Qulini &. liraa- 
idc. The most of It Is light slush scraper 
work, as It comprises a section where Urn 
valley widens out on the Hats. The dis- 
tance awarded this tlrm depends lurgely 
on the size of the plant and the number of 
men they can secure within the next 
mouth, ns this [icrtlon of tbe work re- 
quirts to be well under way before the 
wet weather Bets In. On the majority of 
the hillside section work can be contin- 
ued nearly u\l the winter, according to 
.Mr. Campbell, «s the rainfall is not heavy 
there.

Indicate the real reason tor the despatch 
of Admiral KataoUa's suttadrou to the 
.Siberian coast Is that Japan may acquire 
the seal rookeries ot Russia In Northern 
Pacific waters. Jt is said that the Japan- 
ese warships will proceed to Bearing and 
Copper islands, of the 1 Komamlerofskl 
group, which lie oft' the Kamchatka!! pen- 
Insula, and a vessel wIU be detached and 

sent to liol n Island, in the Okhotcb sea, 

to place the Japanese Hag on the seal rook- 
eries. The Russian guard has long since 
left Kobbeu island, but there Is still a 
guard at the rookeries on the Komauder- 
ofs.ci islands, us Captain McLean uud his 
raiders learned to their sorrow ou their 
last attempt to raid the rookeries. The 
guard Is a small patrol, armed with rides, 
and incapable of making any effective re 
giatunce to the Japanese warships. The 
rookery on itobben island 's not a large 
one, about 10,000 seals being there; but the 
rookeries on the IComanderofskl group arc 
larger. Inning the llrst year of war a 
number of Japanese sealers went from 
Hakodate and raided Itobbeu island, live 
■Iaiiane.se schooners having gone there lu 
August, 1004, ami taken U.OUU skins. The 
schooner Diana, flying the Japanese flag, 
bill owned by and carrying foreigners, was 
prevented by force from participating la 
the mid of Hie Japanese sealers. Several 
1 Japanese vessels were seized at this time 
by L'tissiuu war vessels, ami ihelr crews 
were Imprisoned, being now at liarliln, 
wiib several Victoria scaling men among 
t hem.

The seizure 
of these rookeries will have a considerate 
effect unon the seal market. In the past 
Russia lias given leases lo different coin 
inertia I companies, some operating from 
s.iu Francisco, i take soaks from the nmN 
cries, tine of these companies, the Kiim- 
chatkan Commercial S: Development Com- 
pany of San Francisco, has the steamer 
\ Montara now en route to I'etropavlovskl, 
on I lie Kaiuchatkau coast, and she wil' 
be In danger of seizure by Hie Japanese. 

The Russians, prior to the war. zealous- 
ly guarded the rookeries which seem likely 
to be occupied bv the Japanese. A licet 
of revenue cutters, including the Aleut, 
/aiMaka, Kotlek and others, some of which 
were seized and confiscated by tin- Japan- 
j ese after the commencement of the war, 
] guarded the rookeries. In 18S0 these cut- 
ters seized a number of Victoria sealing 
schooners and caused their crews to be 
Imprisoned at I'etropavlovski. an illegal 
act for which Russia was called upou to 
pay damages to the sealers. 

The acquisition of the rookeries win lie 
warmly welcomed by the Japanese sealers. 
There are about sixty schooners all tii'd. 
sailing from Japanese ports, mostly from 
Hakodate. Yokohama and Tokio. In pur-

% The Tragedy of a Young Harried Couple of the Eighteenth Century \ 



In the career of the famous Mine. Du- 
Barry 'tkero Is one incident to wnieli 
little attention has been [fiven. In 
a book entitled "La Vicomtesse Ad- 
olplie et les Du Barry," by Marios Tal- 
lon— only HOO copies were priuted — is 
presented a picture of the inamenso pow- 
er wielded by Mine, Du Barry, as well 
as a study of the perils of married life 
in France in the eighteenth century. 

Jean Baptiste du Bnrry-Ceren arrived 
in Paris in IT^o. From adolescence be 
had led a life of furious dissipation, lie 
was u gambler and debauche. His repu- 
tation lint] preceded him. In spite of it. 
through the iiid of powerful patrons, be 
secured profitable contracts for supply- 
ing provisions to the army and navy. 
Ilis good fortune fulminated when be 
became tlie brother-in-law of Mine. Du- 
Barry, the mistress of Louis X\'. 

Jean l>u Barry was surnamed "Le 
Roue." To gain the title in French so- 
ciety of that period, certain character- 
istics or qualities -wore necessary. Pri- 
marily one must have had education and 
have been of noble birth, A bourgeois 
eoulil never aspire T o the title. A "roue" 
was a man of a lert intellect, a seducer 
of women, an intriguant, a gambler, a 
debtor who never liquidated, and one 
Who had been imprisoned one or more 
times for moral deviations. Those who 
generally acquired the designation were 
either Counts, Vlnrquisos or Dukes. Du 
Barry had such exceptional fame in the 
order thnt he wis called "Le Grand 
Kotie." to distinguish him from the rank 
and hie. 

He whs the father of one legitimate 
son. the Vicointe A ilolphe ilu Hurry, lie 
bad been a page at court, and was a 
great favorite of l^ouis XV. He was so 
amiable and obliging that he escaped 
tho general hatred of which tho other 
members of the clan l>u Parry were 
the object. One vice, n paternal inheri- 
tance, love of play, ultimately brought 
him ruin and a violent death. .lust pre 
viotis to his marriage with the beautiful 
nnd captivating Mile, de Tournon, be 
was made a colonel of cavalry. 

Never was the nuptial contract of a 
subject of a King of France witnessed 
by such an illustrious army of signator- 
ies: Louis XV.. the Dauphin, and 
Marie Antoinette, the future Kings, 
l^fltiis XVI II. and Charles X., the Lit- 
ter's wife and the three daughters of 
Ijouis XV. Mine. Du Barry settled upon 
the youthful couple an annual income of 
200,000 francs, to say nothing of an im- 
mense sum given them by their aunt's 
lover — the Ki ng.

Most 
great moOewo wars have been settled 
by navies. Even in the Civil War in 
America tlx! blockading of fhe Southern 
J'orts by the Union navy, which pre- 
vented thf people of the Smith from ex- 
(dinnging their cotton uixl other pro 
ducts t'er munitions of war, was an im- 
portant factor in giving the North its 
Final victory. More and more it is dem- 
onstrated by the Spaiiis'h-Americat) war 
and the war between Jnpan anil Russia, 
that the power which controls the sen 
measures the power trliich will control 
the tfirth. 

The American people are for peace. 
The. 1 ,- think their greatest conquests are 
to lie made in commerce. They deplore 
war. Their resources are great. They

It. will not he many years 
before New York city has a population 
of ten million people, and the amb'Uon 
of its, financiers is to make it the count- 
ing-house of the world's commerce. 
: Personally, I tun an "intense" Ameri- 
can, but I believe in expansion. When I 
say 'expansion, 1 do not necessarily mean 
an expansion of territory. 1 mean the 
internal expansion that is now going on 
in the United States. I believe in the 
expansion of our navy, of our political 
influence, ami the reason for all this is 
that these things lead to expansion in 
commerce find finance. 

The American people feel their taxes 
probably less than any other nation. 
They are already the richest people in 
the world, and rapidly growing wealth- 
ier. Thi> money is not being concentra- 
ted in .New York or any single financial 
centre, bin it is generally distributed 
throughout the country. The agricultu- 
ral classes never owned as much or owed 
as little as they do today. In brief, the 
American people as a nation are in a 
position to pay for anything they want, 
easily and without adding perceptibly 
to their burdens. This is not pply shown 
in the annual appropriations and the 
building of the navy, but in the building 
of such enterprises as the Panama

I believe in a 
navy of Buc |, fighting force that it wiil 
diseouyage any other nation from desire 
to eijgage the' United States in warfare. 
1 believe in a navy so formidable that 
it will preserve peace; a navy so well 
'prepared for war at all times that war 
will never come. My conception of the 
American navy can he stateil in three 
words — construction, instruction, and de- 
struction. I believe we should build as 
good ships as anybody. 1 believe they 
should be as well armored and their 
guns should he as large, and that each 
ship should have as many nuns as the 
best battleship of any other nation. 

1 know that our officers arc just as 
gallant, just as brave, just as skilled as 
the officers of any other navy. I believe 
that our officers are the best educated 
men of their class in the world. 1 know 
that imr enlisted men are now nearly all 
American born. I know that they arc 
the best clothed, the best sheltered, the 
best fed, and the best paid men of any 
navy in the world; and 1 believe if war 
ever comes, which God forbid, when 
light we must, our officers and our men 
will tight, as well as, if not better, than 
the men of tiny other nnvy. 

The navies of Great Britain, of Ger- 
many, and of France are supplemented 
by a large merchant marine, which, up to 
tin- present time, we arc without. 1 be- 
lieve in the upbuilding of our merchant 
marine I believe that, exporting as we 
do more goods in tonnage than any other 
nation of Ui e earth, we should own and 
operate more ships, <>ur greatest weak- 



ness in transportation is on the seas. 
We must devise -some way to show the 
world that wo can triumph in the car- 
riage of freight by water in the same 
manner as we have on land. , 

The United States will in time logical- 
ly and inevitably become the most pow- 
erful nation in the world. This will be 
due to geographical position and extent 
of country, diversified resources, enor- 
mous natural wealth, the composite and 
alert character of the populatiou, and 
also to the fact that the tax-resisting 
power of the American people has as yet 
been encroached upon to but slight de- 
gree, and promises in the future to be- 
come almost inexhaustible. The fulfil- 
ment of such a destiny as this will he ad- 
vanced or retarded in direct ratio to the 
expansion of the naval power of the 
country. 

England Is now the greatest naval 
power in the world, ami probably will re- 
main so for many years to come. Her 
people are so accustomed to regard na- 
val expenditure as a necessity, that no 
complaint is made of taxation for the 
purpose of maintaining a supreme posi- 
tion. The United States is the only 
country which has or can secure the 
money in the immediate future required 
to build up a naval power approximating 
that of England. 

With the navies of the two countries 
larg» enough when combined to consti- 
tute nn unquestioned authority in the 
affairs of the world, there would not 
only be a matter of sympathy between 
English-speaking peoples, or self-inter- 
est in the maintenance of international 
markets, to prevent war, but there would 
be a possible moral obligation resting 
in the- possession of this power which 
would be as compelling in bringing about 
united notion for peace I hroughout the 
world as any need for self-protection.

'time for a work so extensive.

In Denmark and Scandinavia where I 
am now traveling and comparing, 1 find 
the origin of many ICuirlisli and Scotch 
"names of persous, places and things.

WEALTH OF THIBET. 

One Reason for England's Advance In- 
to the Land of the Lamas. 

Tie- real reason for England's ad- 
vance on Thlbel la the Inlluence of 
high finance on the colonial policy of 
Great Britain. Travelers and explor- 
ers, In spite of the strict vigilance on 
the part of the Thibetan authorities, 
have succeeded during the last decade 
In discovering the mineral wealth on 
"the roof of (he world." Sarthol and 
Thokjalung in South western Thibet 
possesses rich gold deposits in consid- 
erable quantities. These places lie, 
roughly speaking, some three hundred

The yellow metal is found in the hill 
ranges lying between the thirty-second 
and thirty-thiid parallels of latitude, 
on either side of the eighty-second de- 
gree of east longitude. Thokjalung Is 
only 6,300 feet above sea level, and not 
fur from the sources of the River In- 
dus, which cleaves the Himalayas In 
its course through Ladukh and Cash- 
mere Into the plains of Western India. 

Some 200 miles to the eastward of 
Thokjalung, In the lake region in the 
chain of hills just north of the thirty- 
second parallel, there are also several 
gold fields'. Therie arc the Thok Amur, 
Thok Marshara and Thok Daiirakpa 
deposits. About 100 miles: still farther
